F r a n c is c o , March 20th.—The Grape- 
growers aud W ine-m akers' Association of C a li­ 
fornia held a m eeting at P latt’s H all this after­ 
noon, at 1 o'clock 
The m eeting was called to 
order by Prof. J. Hussm au, of Napa. The Sec­ 
retary read a com m unication from a Scandi­ 
navian journal, published in Chicago, regard­ 
ing the 
tem perance 
m ovem ent, w hich, on 
m otion, duly seconded, was put on file. 
A telegram w s received from the St. H elena 
w ine m eu favoring the passage o f the National 
anti-adulteration 
.w in Congress as a most 
im jsrta u t step in favor of the w ine industry. 
Nomination» were then iu order, and the fol­ 
lowing gentlem en were placed in nom ination- 
For President H. M. Lattue; Vice-Presidents— 
F. T. Eisen, J. T. Doyle, C. C. M clver, E. W. 
Maslin, J. de B arth Shorb; Secretary, George H 
M axwell; Treasurer, E. V. Priber: Directors— 
George Hussm an, A. G. Chausbe, H. W. crabb 
E. C. Priber, M. M. Kstee, J. I! J. Portal. 
The nom inees were declared elected by avive 
voce vote. 
A discussion on the subject of co-operation in 
storing wiues followed. J B. J. Portal, of San 
Jose, said th at th e project of storing wines had 
been followed iu France and also Italv, and it 
was found th at storing iu large warehouses was 
m uch more beneficial th an storing in sm alt, pri­ 
vate cellars, aud was the oulv proper wav of 
m aturing wiues. 
M aturing w ine is the only 
way to m ake moDev in this industry. 
Mr. Wetmore said th a t he did not believe in 
the principle of G ranger co-operation. He did 
believe iu co operation to m ake money. None 
of these institutions ever succeeded. The rea­ 
son of it is that m en use their money for their 
own benefit. A body of ten m en w ul get to­ 
gether ostensibly to work for the genera! good, 
but w ind up by haviug a ring to work lor them ­ 
selves.

Mr. Sm ith said th a t it never appeared clear to 
him how to reconcile and harm onize all the in­ 
terests th at grow out of the proposition of co 
operation. 
He could see th a t it was very desir­ 
able, but he did not think it was possible to har­ 
monize all of the conditions th at would come 
up in m aking a success. The different growers 
w ould all be naturally disposed to acquire the 
best price possible for their wines if put in in 
com m on, and th e speaker apprehended it would 
be a serious question to determ ine the valua­ 
tion, and m ake things satisfactory to all con­ 
cerned.

Mr. W etmore suggested th at the subject for 
discussion at the next m eeting be: "T he Proper 
Methods of Sulphuring W ines and the Proper 
Use.of Sulphur in M aturing W ines," aud spoke 
at leogth on the im portance of this phase of 
w ine m aking,

The m em bers ol the 
Foundrym en's Association h sd nothing to say 
possibly for tear o f exposing th eir hand to the 
m olders, while th e lat’er were recovering from 
ye-terday s jubilation and preparing for the 
next move on th eir recent employer*. 
It was 
confidently stated th a t the four m en from the 
East who were in the Risdon Works would 
com e out this evening. 
Last evening th e Molders' Union sent East 
eight of the m en who h ad left the various 
foundries, and this evening ten others will be 
started. W hat will be done w ith the laborers, 
plum bers aud others who took advantage of the 
association to procure a cheap passage to San 
Francisco, has not yet been decided upon. In 
all probability they will be asked to procure 
work at their own trades and given into tne 
charge of th eir respective unions. 
Contrary to reports, the H untington Iron 
works did not close down last night, and the 
proprietors say they have no intention of doing 
»o. On the contrary, since the strike work has 
increased 10 such au extent th a t the force of 
molders em ployed there will be doubled. The 
Miners' Foundry is also reported to be turning 
out work to its utm ost capacity. 
It Is stated th a t fifty m olders are on th eir way 
out here from P hiladelphia, but the m em bers 
of the union express them selves as believing 
th at this lot w ill be handled as easily as the 
last one. 
"By the tim e the news gets back 
East,' said one of the officers of the union to­ 
day, "they will find considerable difficulty in 
obtaining m en. and w hen the m olders we 
Shlpjied yesterday a rri.e at th eir hom es the im ­ 
portations will cease eniiiely.”

questions, said th a t he was 11,200or S1.500 short.

Around the Federal offices th is m orning it 
stated th a t the friends of K ennedy were 
willing to m ake good the am ount of the short­ 
age, but even it this were done it w ould not 
help the prisoner to an appreciable degree.

stance, in the m atter of extradition, the 
South American States represented in th at 
body 
have gone lieyond anything at­ 
tem pted by the treaties of any countries of 
the earth. 
It is provided by the treaty 
terms agreed upon by th at statesm an-like 
body, that criminals may be extradited in 
any cases where the punishm ent is equal 
to a certain fine and term of im prisonment. 
T his provision at once does away with the 
necessity of naming the offenses for which 
the escape from justice may be returned to 
the jurisdiction from which he has fled. 
There is, under such a system, no possible 
complications concerning the definitions of 
crimes. 
Then, too, in the m atter of inter­ 
national copyright, the Montivedeo Con­ 
gress adopted a schedule reciprocal in 
i haracter, th at gives to the author of each 
State in any other State to the compact, 
all the rights he has in his own, subject to 
the laws of the locality, of course. 
The 
same rule applies to trade-m ark filings. 
Each of the signatory powers grants to 
the citizens of all others the same rights 
in the m atters of patents th at they enjoy 
a ‘ home, subject to certain periods of time 
w ithin which they must make their de­ 
claration. 
It is added that the term of 
patents granted a person shall run to the 
lim it of the law of his country. 
There is 
a schedule specifying the classes of patents 
to which this reciprocal arrangement shall 
apply. 
So again in the m atter of legaliz­ 
ing certain documents, perpetuating proofs 
and certifying to the official character of 
papers, the provisions are equally broad 
and generous. 
Certainly the Montivedeo 
Congress has given the world a wholesome 
lesson in the simplification of internation­ 
al law and in the courtesy due from one 
civilized nation to another.

IDENTIFICATION OF CRIMINALS. 


In the month ot May there will assem­ 
ble in the city of Chicago a convention of 
X\ ardens ot 
penal 
institutions in the 
I uited States. 
T he m ain purpose of the 
m eeting is to discuss the B ertillion and 
other 
methods of identification. 
The 
Bertillion system is of French origination, 
and simply is an accurate method of 
measurem ent 
according 
to 
established 
standards of projKirtion for the human 
form, by which a convict can be identified 
w ith unerring certainty. The Legislatures 
of oulv a lew States have perm itted it to 
be adopted, but wherever introduced it is 
a lm itted to he of the highest value and 
far superior to any other means of identi- 
fving offenders. 
There is one reason why 
it has gained a footing slowly—the opposi­ 
tion of certain sentim ental philanthropists, 
who insist th at it is a means of persecut­ 
ing crim inals who have expatiated their 
crimes by serving out terms. 
X\ e fail to see where sentim ent enters 
in. 
As a m atter of fact, the knowledge of 
the prisoner th at he has lieen measured 
according to a system that renders his rec­ 
ognition in case of escape or a second 
offense certain, 110 m atter what disguises 
he may assume, or how far age may en­ 
croach upon the lines of his form, is in 
itself deterrent. 
If the man reforms and 
leads a decent life after his discharge the 
measurem ent of his body in the prison can 
do him no possible harm . 
Besides, ident­ 
ification 
by photograph 
and 
general 
description and the testimony of witnesses 
is unreliable at best, and, as is well known 
to officers, very often leads to the arrest 
and incarceration of innocent men and 
women. 
The structural conditions u|«m 
w hich the Bertillion system is based are 
“invariable in the same person, and are 
never exactly reproduced in another.” 
It 
is therefore a protection to innocent men. 
W e believe w ith the Chicago Inter-Ocean 
th at any system that will enable old 
offenders to b e traced through the different 
jails and prisons, and th a t will give offi­ 
cials a reasonably certain means of identi­ 
fying crim inals is in the interest of good 
governm ent and cannot be considered as 
persecution of the crim inal. 
T he fact is 
th at the crim inal classes now conceal 
themselves easily and by disguises and 
change of residence can practically defy 
the police. 
W hatever will make their 
identification easy is therefore in the 
direction of curbing and lim iting the un­ 
lawful activity of the criminal. 


W HY TIRARD FELL. 


Inquiry :> made as to the salient features 
of the Turkish treaty question, njion the 
issue o f which the T irard M inistry was 
overthrow n in France last week. 
The 
thing is not at all involved, and is easy of 
explanation. 
In 18G1 France and Turkey 
entered into a commercial treaty. 
It ex­ 
pires by lim itation in this year. 
A little 
over two years ago a second or supple­ 
m ental treaty was agreed upon, but it was 
not presented to the Chamber of Deputies 
by the President, lie fearing that its fate 
•would be 
rejection. 
Radicals in the 
Cham ber last month interrogated the Gov­ 
ernm ent concerning this treaty, and M. 
T irard replied for the Cabinet th at a new 
treaty must be drawn, but that the A dm in­ 
istration did not propose to ask a conven­ 
tion with Turkey just yet, for that pur­ 
pose : that, so far as French exports to 
Turkey were concerned, the Government 
would trust to the “ mmt-favored nation ” 
clause in the old treaty of I.S02, which 
was still in effect. 
To that end notes had 
been exchanged, and the 
Sultan 
had 
therein recognized the clause as still bind­ 
ing. 
This, explained M. Tirard, placed 
France on a level in Turkey, as to trade, 
w ith G erm any and England, both of which 
countries 
had ju st negotiated 
highly- 
favnrable treaties with 
the Porte. 
But 
this was not satisfactory to the opposition 
which soundly rated the M inistry for its 
alleged weakness. 
They also stirred up 
the wine-growers of France upon the sub­ 
ject, who are much disturbed by the im­ 
portation of Turkish raisins, from which a 
cheap wine is made that has greatly cut 
tinder the better wines of France. 
It was 
therefore charged th at for failing to insist 
upon a new treaty to protect the wine­ 
growers, the M inistry was derelict of duty, 
and 011 a vote want of confidence was ex ­ 
pressed, and the M inistry went down.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


The Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
the employing printers, through the Tvj>o- 
thetie, the working printers, through the 
Typographical Union, have now indorsed 
the international copyright bill, and it has 
therefore only the opposition of those pes­ 
simistic souls who doubt the virtue of 
everything and find danger to the country 
iii any arrangem ent of am ity and justice 
made with a foreign country. 
Though 
international copyright is simply and only 
reciprocity, the enemies of the bill in Con­ 
gress will not be convinced. 
However, 
there are not enough such to now defeat 
the passage of the measure. 
On this sub­ 
ject the New York Times of a receut date 
has this to say: 
The bill is ia the widest sense one tor the de­ 
fense of Am erican interests. 
Directly and in d i­ 
rectly the interests we seek to protect abroad 
and at hom e are as im portant and as extensive 
as the interests ot foreigners, to w hich we pro­ 
pose to do partial justice. 
Not that alone; we 
cannot persist in the narrow policy that, greatlv 
to our disadvantage, as welt as our discredit, 
we have heretofore pursued, without inviting 
reprisals. Count de K eratry has recently said 
that if this m easure w eie not enacted the 
French Government would find it very difficult 
to resist the dem and that Am erican experts 
and Am erican patents should be subjected to a 
dis'Tim iuating tax. 
It m ay well be that such 
a policy would find favor w ith the present 
French Parliam ent, w hich is strongly inclined 
to protection, it would be a very easy aud 
very inexpensive defense against it to enact a 
m easure which is in the highest degree advan­ 
tageous to our owu interests. 


T h e r e is no 
subject to which the 
Board of City Trustees can with greater 
propriety turn its attention just now than 
that of reforming the license system of 
the city. 
T hat it is grossly unequal is 
adm itted on all sides. 
T hat it is unjust 
in several respects is not denied 
But it 
is especially weak, not to say vicious, in 
this, th at under it the collector of licenses 
can issue to whom he pleases, and the 
Board has not reserved to itself the power 
to revoke or forbid the issuance of a li­ 
cense. 
By the fundamental law the whole 
license system is committed to the Trus­ 
tees. 
They erect it, and by ordinance they 
have the right to lim it it, and to provide 
just Low the licenses shall issue, and under 
what conditions. 
H ad the law been what 
it should be. a license never would have 
been granted to the people who opened the 
infamous deu 011 Front street, of which 
this journal complained the other day, 
and which the police, after some vigorous 
prodding, broke up. 
It is a public shame 
that licenses should lie obtained by that 
class of people at all. 
No license should 
issue to any one to open and keep a place 
of public entertainm ent except on appli­ 
cation filed, of which notice should be 
given and proof of fairly decent character 
of the fitness of the applicant. 
The Trus­ 
tees should reserve the right to revoke an v 
license issued for cause specified, and 
should by ordinance direct the clerical 
officials not to issue licenses to keepers of 
places 01 entertainm ent except on recom­ 
mendation of, say, the heads of the police 
and iiealtli departments, and the approval 
of the Mayor, and every license issued foi 
such places should be accompanied by a 
bond, or the guarantee of indorsement by 
petition, th at the place will be kept in an 
orderly m anner, and that liquors will not 
be sold to minors. 
Certainly, in no other 
city under the sun does a governing Board 
divest itself of the right to supervise the 
ijsuince of licenses, or of the power to 
revoke a license.

The rude winds, the cold weather and 
the horrid snows in the Sierra Nevada 
have had the effect this winter of stim ulat­ 
ing one of the grandest engineering en­ 
terprises of the age. 
It is nothing less 
than the tunneling of the Sierra Nevada 
M ountains. This will be done to facilitate 
traffic and prevent delays caused by snow 
blockades. 
The project originated with 
the Central Pacific officials, and has been 
bronght to the attention of the Senate of 
the United Stales by Senator Stewart of 
Nevada as an am endm ent which he intro­ 
duced to the Pacific railroad funding bill. 
The am endm ent provides that the work 
is to be paid for by the companies using 
the tunnel in this manner: Instead of 
paying the Government the sums which 
are due in installm ents, the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company will lum p as m uch of the 
sum as it possibly can and use it as part 
payment for the work. In this m anner 
the Government will not be called upon to 
contiibute anything. 
The rem ainder of 
the money due for the work will be paid 
as soon as it can be raised, and alter that is 
done payments will be resumed to the 
Government. 
It is asserted that the project will cause 
the Government no loss, but will simply 
delay the payments. 
Weighed in the bal­ 
ance against the inconceivable benefit such 
a tunnel will be to cross-country travelers, 
this appears to be but a small matter. 
It is now estimated that the scheme will 
cost more than $10,000,(00, and will ri- 
quire m any years of hard work to com­ 
plete the enterprise. The proposition of 
the engineers of the roads is to begin to 
bore into the mountains at least athom and 
feet below the deep snow line. This will 
bring the m outh of the tunnel about 2,000 
feet above the Truckee river. 
From all that can be learned now, the 
start will be made at Cold SpitD g canyon, 
just west of the town of Truckee and over 
the line into Ctdifornia. The tunnel will 
pass over the present bed of the line, and 
will come out of the m ountains on the 
Pacihc side at Yuba river canyon. 
After leaving the first tunnel, which will 
be rive miles in length, it is proposed to 
run down the Yuba canyon for some dis­ 
tance, and then five more miles of tunnel­ 
ing will be done. 
The grade will be a gradual descent, so 
that when the train leaves the mouth oí 
the tannel it will be level with Sacramento 
city, and a rise of a thousand feet wili be 
saved on each side of the mountains. 
In addition to this the saving of time 
will be of great value to those traveling 
over the road. The increased traffic which 
will be reaped by the railroad 
com­ 
pany will be great, even in the m atter of 
the saving of fuel snd the wear and tear on 
machinery. The heavy m ountain engines 
mav then be dispensed with, and there 
will be no fear of further delay. 
General Superintendent A. N. Towne of 
the Southern Pacific Company, in speak­ 
ing of the m atter this morning to a Fust 
reporter, said : 
’’Senator Stewart 
has the m atter in 
charge, and it is quite probable that the 
tunnel will be cons’ructed 
The recent 
storms have demonstrated the fact that we 
must have unobsiructed communication 
with the East. 
We have had snow just as 
deep before, but never had it so continu­ 
ous. It is now quite plain to the people of 
Nevada that they must have an open road 
to do business with the people of Califor­ 
nia, and certainly the people of California 
can have no less desire to have an outlet to 
Nevada aDd across the continent.” 
‘ Is it within the range of modern engin­ 
eering to pul the tunnel through?” was 
asked. 
•‘Oh, res; it is quite feasible. The ex 
pense, of course, will be great, somewhere 
between ten and fifteen million dollars, but 
the benefits to be derived from the work 
will wholly justify the outlay.” 
‘ Of course the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany approves of the idea, does it not ?” 
‘•Certainly the advantages are manifest to 
both the public and the company. 
It will 
be as great a feat in engineering when ac­ 
complished as was the tunneling of the St. 
Gothard tunnel, aud eventually it will 
prove to ha of much more importance. 
You see for twenty years we have not met 
with such obstructions as have bothered us 
for the past few months. 
It is not simply 
the loss to the company, but the immense 
inconvenience to the public and the loss to 
business in every section. 
You see here 
we have been virtually cut off from the 
East for days at a time recently. 
Suppose 
it was a time of war, and an invading arm y 
were landed on this coast. 
We m ight tele­ 
graph as much as we pleased to the East, 
but they would be powerless alm ost to help 
us. They might snow up an arm y of half 
a million men in the m ountains and that 
would be m aking m atters worse. 
No; 
everything is in favor of the construction 
of this tunnel. The interests of commerce 
absolutely demand it. 
I hope that Congress 
will see the m atter in the same light as 
business men do.”

SOT GÜILTY. 
HARBINGERS OF SFRING. 
LAST NIGHT 3 FIRE. 


C. H. ELDRED DECLARED INNOCENT OF 
BALLOT-BOX STUFFING. 


The Jury Takes but Five Minutes to 
Reach a V erdlct-T lie Case Vig­ 
orously Contested. 


The case of the people against Charles 
H. Eldred, for felony (ballot-box stuffing), 
was concluded in Judge Armstrong's Court 
yesterday, and resulted in the prompt ac­ 
quittal of the accused by the jury. The 
argument was opened at 10 o’clock by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner, who presented the 
case in such a forcible manner that the 
friends of Eldred feared the latter would 
be convicted. Mr. Bruner was followed by 
Frank D. Kyan fur the defense, Mr. Jones 
concluding in Eidred’s behalf in a most 
effective address to the jury. The closing 
argument for the prosecution was by Mr. 
B.uner. It was a matter of general remark 
about the Court-house that the case was 
abiy ana strongly argued on both sides. 
Judge Armstrong finished his charge to 
the jury at about 3:45 o'clock p. m.- After 
the jury left the Court room Judge Arm­ 
strong retired to his chamber, but was 
recalled in less than five minutes, the 
jury having announced their readiness to 
report. It had been quite generally be­ 
lieved that the jury would disagree, but 
when it became known that an agreement 
had been reached in so short a time it was 
regarded as u favorable result for the ac 
cused. 
When the jurymen returned to their 
seats and the Court had been called to 
order, all eyes were turned upon Eldred, 
s,** by 
Rvan. one of his counsel, 
and glanced nervously at the jury. The 
jury was polled, and Judge Armstrong 
asked: 
‘ Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
upon a verdict ?’’ 
"W e have,” answered Foreman Beard, 
“not guilty.” 
This latter “break” on the part of the 
juryman caused Eldred to give a start, but 
the Court promptly directed Mr. Beard to 
pass the verdict over to the Clerk, which 
was done. As soon as the contents of the 
paper were recorded Clerk Rhoads so in­ 
formed the Court, and then read the ver­ 
dict aloud: 
“We, the jurors impaneled to trv the 
case of the People vs. Charles H. Eldred, 
c.iarged with felonv, do find the defendant 
not guilty.” 
“is that your verdict, gentlemen?" asked 
the Court 
. “It is,” replied the members of the 
jury."Gentlemen of the jury,” said Judge 
Armstrong, “the Court is entirely satisfied 
with your verdict. 1 do not see how. on 
the evidence presented, you could have ar­ 
rived at any other conclusion. You are 
excused.” 
l here was a slight attempt at applause in 
the rear of the Court-room, but a glance 
from the Judge in that direction caused its 
sudden suppression. 
Then Mr. Eldred 
jumped to his feet and raised his hand as 
if to attract the attention of the Court, but 
Judge Armstrong turned to Under Sheriff 
Coons and directed him to adjourn Court. 
As the J udge was descending from the 
bench Mr. Jones said to him that his client 
had wished to ask permission to thank the 
jury for its verdict, bat Judge Armstrong 
said he could not permit anything of the 
kind in his Court. 
Mr. Eldred was promptly surrounded by 
a large number of his friends, who con­ 
gratulated hint on his acquittal. 
The jury, it was learned, took three bal­ 
lots in quick succession. The first stood 
ten for acquittal, the second eleven for ac- ¡ 
quiltal, and the third was unanimous. 


NEW POSTOFFICE. 
The Sum or *107,000 Available With 
W hich to Begin Work On It. 
The R ecord-U n io n p u blish ed a tele­ 
graphic dispatch from its Washington cor­ 
responden; a few days sin ce ann ou ncin g 
the passage by the House of the b ill limit­ 
ing the cost of the Sacramento Govern­ 
ment buildiDg to $300,000. The dispatch 
explained that Mr. McKenna was enabled 
to call the bill up for consideration only by 
agreeing to a demand by Cannon that the 
money in excess of the $150,000 appropri­ 
ated by Congress at the last session would 
not be asked for at this time. 
As there appears to be a doubt in the 
minds of some of our citizens as to the real 
sum available with which to commence 
the work, it may be well to explain that 
the cost of she site comes out of the original 
appropriation of $150.000, leaving $107.000 
with which to operate. Before this can be 
exhausted the balance of the $300,000 will 
of course be appropriated by Congress. 
The report of the House" Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds, recom­ 
mending the passage of the bill—and of 
which Mr. Clunie is a member—was as fol­ 
lows: 
“The City of Sacramento is the capital of 
the State of California. It is the railroad 
centei of the State. It has a Land Office. 
Internal Revenue Office and a Postoffice to 
provide for. The estimated Postoffice re­ 
ceipts are $00,000 annually, and are rapidly 
increasing. The population to be benefited 
is 50,000. The city is the financial and 
commercial center of the great Sacramento 
valley. Tr.c receipts and population have 
nearly doubled within the last ten years 
and are constantly increasing. It is the 
only public building asked for in the dis­ 
trict. The site and building cannot be pur­ 
chased for less than the amount named in 
the bill. All proceedings in relation to the 
building have ceased awaiting the passage 
of the bill. 
“In view of the foregoing facts the com­ 
mittee is of the opinion that the increase 
asked for is necessary,and therefore recom­ 
mend the passage oí the bill.” 
Policem en Otherwise Engaged. 
Bailiff Rowland cried out his “Hear ye! 
Hear ye 1” etc , as usual yesterday morn­ 
ing to call the Police Court to order, and 
after a pause Judge Buckley glanced to­ 
wards City Attorney Chnrch and asked if 
there were any cases on the calendar. 
“None, whatever,” replied Mr. Church, 
With a broad smile. 
“Adjourn Court until to-morrow morn­ 
ing, Mr. Bailiff,” directed the Judge, and 
after Mr. Rowland’s recital the business of 
the day was over and the usual crowd of 
spectators, who had secured all the soft 
places on the benches in the lobby, stole 
silently out of the Court-room. 
The" policemen are all too busy these 
days securing influence to bring to bear on 
the Commissioners in order to hold their 
places on the force to bother with common 
drunks.

The following articles of incorporation 
were filed in the Secretary of State’s office 
yesterday:

How a Tenderfoot Was Misled by the 
Advent of the Robins. 
A corn spondent of the Forest and Stream 
of New York, writing from Auburn, Placer 
county, says; “One feature of the effect of 
the severe winter on this coast is the pres­ 
ence with us of great numbers of birds 
that usually winter further north. Wild 
pigeons are with ns in countless flocks. 
The varied thrush or Oregon robin, called 
here “tree robin,” has invaded us in 
hordes. Both this and the common robin 
make their winter home in this State, but 
we have never seen the Oregon robin so 
plentiful before, probably because they 
are all driven down out of the northern 
f>ortions of their wintering grounds. This 
itile city has been invaded by them, and 
every yard and lot has its dozens, banting 
the elusive earthworm.” 
The “severe winter on this coast" has 
very little to do with the Sacramento val­ 
ley and the foothill section. Its severity 
here has consisted simply of prolonged 
rain-storms, which have been no heavier 
than in many seasons heretofore. High 
up in the Sierra Nevada there has been an 
unprecedented fall of snow, it is true; but 
there the winters—as in all high altitudes 
—are always severe. 
The writer of the article elsewhere refers 
to the unusual number of wild pigeons 
seen in the foothills, whose presence has 
been caused by "cold weather in Northern 
California.” As a matter of fact, there are 
more wild pigeoDS in the foothills farther 
to the south, clear down into Mariposa 
county, and possibly hundreds of miles 
below there. The presence of these birds 
in the foothills is by no means a novelty. 
In the higher altitudes of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada and Coast Range “the woods are fell 
of them,” and scarcely a year passes that 
they do not come down into the foothills 
and valleys to feed on the acorns. They 
usually come in February and March, and 
the magnitude t f the migration is regulated 
by the severity of the suowlall in the high 
mountains, and not by the weather condi­ 
tions of “Northern California.’’ for, as 
already stated, they are quite as numerous 
far south of the Sacramento and San Joa­ 
quin valleys. 
The correspondent referred to is doubt­ 
less some gentleman who has not been 
long in this section, for be also states that 
the robins “usually winter farther north,” 
and seems to think that their presence in 
the valley in February is something out 
of the usual order of things. In 
this be is 
mistaken. 
The 
robin 
really “winters” in the Sierra Nevada, 
and can be found in large numbers at the 
beginning of winter even in the higher al­ 
titudes. Its ranee extends the entire length 
ot the State. These birds work their way 
down the mountains during the winter, 
keeping j list ahead of the snow-line. Very 
often stragglers reach the valleys late iu 
January, and by February the main body 
of the birds are out of the mountains and 
can be found anywhere from the altitude 
of 2,000 feet down into the valleys, and all 
the way from Siskiyou on the north to San 
Diego on the south. And they do not come 
down to “winter” here, either. They come 
with the opening of the California spring— 
when the apricot and almond and peach 
trees begin to put out their blossoms. Up 
to February they stay in the mountains. 
The robins have acted this seasoD just as 
they have for forty years past; and if the 
Auburn correspondent should remain 
among the charming foothills of Placer 
county for the next forty years, he will find 
the robins and frnit blossoms appearing 
regularly and about the same date.

A Lack of W ind Saves Many Houses 
From Destruction. 
A fire broke out at 10 o'clock last night 
in a two-storv frame dwelling on the east 
side of Fourth street, between M and N, 
owned by John Kennedy and occupied 
jointly by his family and that of William 
Dorland. The latter had just retired, when 
his children came running to his room and 
said they had heard the crash of a window 
in the rear. 
Dorland ran to the kitchen, fearing that 
burglars were getting Into the house, when 
he lonnd the bath-room adjoining in flames. 
He put on his clothes hurriedly and got 
his family out of the honse, his neighbors 
also getting out without injury. 8ome of 
the furniture owned by each" family was 
removed to the street. " 
The lire meantime spread to the rear 
and side of a one-story cottage adjoining 
on the north, owned by William Bell, and 
occupied by Thomas Black and family, and 
also attacked the two story frame dwelling 
on the south, owned by Mrs. A. Meyers, 
and occupied by E. Dreymeyer and family. 
The occupants of each of these houses 
succeeding in removing most of their fur- 
nitnae to the street. One room in the rear 
of Dreymeyer’s residence was gutted, and 
the furniture therein destroyed." 
The Kennedy house was a new one, 
worth about $2,500, and was damaged prob­ 
ably to the extent of $1,000 or more. A 
few hundred dollars will repair the dam­ 
age sustained by the other houses. 
Nobody seemed to know how the fire 
started. Mr. Dorland admitted to a R ec- 
o rd -U n io n reporter that he had a gasoline- 
stove in his kitchen, but he said there was 
scarcely ody gasoline in the tank, and he 
was sure the fire did not originate from the 
stove. 
While the fire was in progress extranian 
John Rogers, of Engine Company No. 2, 
met with what seemed to be a painful in­ 
jury. He and another fireman were hold­ 
ing the nozzle of one of the lines of hose, 
when the thing llew out of their grasp and 
the powerful stream of muddy water struck 
him in one eye. There was a rnmor that 
the eye had been destroyed, bat the injured 
man had been removed and the report 
could not be verified. 
The firemen were greatly handicapped 
for the first ten or fifteen minutes by a 
scarcity of water. Nearly all the damage 
had been done before they could get water 
enough to throw a thirty-foot stream. 
Fortunately there was no wind, or the 
whole block would have been swept by the 
fire before there was water enough to do 
any good. 
Shortly after midnight the engines were 
called out again, the fire having broken 
out afresh, but the tlames were subdued in 
a lew minutes. 
ADMITS HIS GUILT. 
Poverty Prompts a Young Man to Resort 
to Theft. 
Yesterday Sheriff McMullen returned 
from lone with John D. Everly, who had 
been arrested there for the theft of a horse 
and buggy belonging to W . L. Montgom­ 
ery, of Florin. The prisoner is a youDg 
man whose appearance is wholly in his 
favor. He stated to a R ecobd-U nion re­ 
porter that this was the first trouble he 
ever was in, and his manner in Court, 
when taken before Justice Henrv, showed 
that he was ignorant of the simplest forms 
of Court customs. 
Everly said hs had been in the State 
about three years; that he came here from 
Indiana, where he was for five years in 
one man’s employ. He brought some 
money with him, but not having had 
steady employment, it had vanished some 
time ago. A couple of weeks ago, he said, 
he was so depressed in spirits while 
in the city, owing to his inability to 
get work, that he went to the river 
with the intention of drowning himself, 
but changed his mind and resolved to once 
more try the rural districts. He was 
equally unsuccessful there, and in a mo- 
rnent of desperation—while hardly in a 
condition of mind to realize what he was 
doing—he got into a buggv that he tound 
standing in front of a Flo’rin chnrch and 
drove off toward lone. He made one at­ 
tempt to dispose of the horse and vehicle, 
but not succeeding, he left them at a ranch 
and struck out on foot, alarmed at what 
he had done, and was arrested. 
^ Although it is by no means certain that 
Everly could be convicted, if he were ably 
defended, he says he has no idea of con­ 
testing the charge, and so stated in Court 
before Assistaut District Attorney A. J. 
Bruner and Sheriff McMullen. He says 
he took the hors6 and buggy niider the 
circumstances related, and that he will 
plead guilty to grand larceny and save the 
county the expense of prosecuting him. 
He said he would not plead drunkenness, 
as he did not use liquor—he simply com­ 
mitted the act to avoid starvation or buí- 
cide.This is substantially the young man’s 
statement, and both Sheriff McMullen and 
Mr. Brnner think he tells the truth, as they 
have no evidence to the contrary. An ex­ 
amination is necessary before a committing 
magistrate, and the case will come before 
’ustice Henry at 2 o’clock this afternoon.

Important Developm ents in the £1 Do­ 
rado Slate Quarries. 
While El Dorado pJunty stands foremost 
among the mining cOUDvfes, and produces 
fruits equal to the best grtiirn 
any part 
of the State, and her agricultura! products 
are unsurpassed, she has a new industry 
which, in extent and importance, promises 
to be of more value than all other enter­ 
prises combined. It is but recently that 
the fact has become known that California 
could produce slate of a quality and in 
quantity to justify in quarrying and hand­ 
ling to any extent; but it is now estab­ 
lished beyond a peradventure that El Do­ 
rado has slate equal to any in the world, 
and cau furnish it in quantities to supply 
the Pacific coast, Australia, and all the 
countries bordering the Pacific ocean, at 
prices to compete with any part of the 
world. 
F. A. Bishop, engineer of the Sacramento 
and Placerville Railroad, first located the 
body of slate in 1865, but it then was so 
far irom railroad communication that its 
working was not practicable. When the 
railroad was completed to Placerville the 
work on the quarry was commenced, it be­ 
ing but a little over one mile from the 
Placerville depot. The lode runs north 
and south, and is situated on the east bank 
of Big CaDyon, running to the American 
river, where it is broken, and extends 100 
ieet above the surface. The ledge is fifty to 
eighty feet wide, and is being worked on 
both sides of the river. The Southern Pacific 
Company has used 36 carloads of this slate 
for roofing, and orders are on tile in ad­ 
vance of the ability of the force now oper­ 
ating to supply, as the quarries are not suffi­ 
ciently opened to work a large force of men. 
The supply is practically inexhaustible. 
The Big Tunnel Company, in cuttine a 
drift through their grounds, while pros­ 
pecting their gold mines, cut through a 
vein ot this slate 70 teet wide and 350 "feet 
below the surface, one and a hall miles 
south of the river, where this vein crops 
out. That this body of slate is equal to 
the best quality fouud in Wales, has been 
demonstrated by analysis made by experts 
who have worked in and examined all the 
principal mines in Wales, England and the 
United States, and who pronounce the com­ 
ponent parts oí this slate to contain the 
same amount of silica and alumina as exist 
in the best slate found in Wales. The 
beddings, joints and cleavage are admira­ 
bly defined, and irom tests carefully made 
this slate cau be polished and produce a 
surface as smooth as the finest marble. 
It is only a question of time that the 
slate industry of El Dorado will be fore­ 
most among the important enterprises of 
the State, giving employment to thousands 
of nten, and furnishing material tor build­ 
ing that will be both useful and ornamen­ 
tal, and making sure and quick returns on 
the capital employed in its development.

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MORE CHINESE QUAILS. 
The G am e Com m issioners Secure An­ 
other Lot for D istribution. 
The recent distribution by the Fish and 
Gante Commissioners of several hundred 
Chinese quails among different localities in 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys 
has attracted the attention of sportsmen 
generally all over the State, and much in­ 
terest has been manifested in the experi­ 
ment of propagating them in this country. 
It seems that the Commission does not im­ 
port the birds direct from China, which 
would be an expensive undertaking, but 
procures them through Chinese agents in 
3an Francisco, who stand all losses in­ 
curred in bringing the birds from China, 
the Commission paying only for the num ­ 
ber of live birds received. President Rou- 
tier of the Commission is now at the Bay. 
where be has procured another large lot 
for distribution. Referring to his visit, 
the Chronicle ot yesterday says: 
“J. Routier, State Fish" and Game Com­ 
missioner, arrived here from Sacramento 
yesterday. He is here to purchase about 
1,000 Chinese quail and express them to 
various parts ot the State for propagation. 
He has also distributed about 600, most of 
which have gone to tbe great ranches like 
those of N. D. Rideout, near Marysville; 
Haggle’s, in tbe Sacramento valley, and 
the grounds of the Folsom Prison. 
“Tbe Commissioner has found these 
birds so plentiful in Chinatown that be has 
only had to pay $2 a dozen for them, 
whereas if the State undertook to import 
them Irom China they would cost $1 each. 
The Chinese have large numbers of them 
in cages, and being usually in upper rooms 
and verandas they have been scarcely no­ 
ticed. They are very game, aud tbe Chi­ 
nese have been rearing and taming the 
cocks for fighting purposes. 
“Anderson, Woodland, Woodbridge, 
Wheatland, Lincoln, Grass Valley, Bakers­ 
field, Visalia, Merced, Glen Ellen and Te­ 
hama are a tew of the towns to which the 
Chinese quail will be sent.”
